I believe I am an original, first, and joint inventor of the subject matter that is claimed 
and for which a reissue patent is sought on the invention entitled: ARMORED CABLE the 
specification of which was filed on January 13, 2000, and identified as Attomey Docket No. 
01082-010004, as reissue application serial no. 09/482,340, as amended by a preliminary 
amendment also filed on January 13, 2000, and by a supplemental preliminary amendment filed 
on October 19, 2000. 

I have reviewed and understand the contents of the specification, including the claims, ac 
amended by the preliminary amendment and the supplemental preliminary amendment. 

I acknowledge the duty to disclose information that is material to the examination of this 
application in accordance 37 CFR § 1.56(a). 

I believe the issued patent to be wholly or partly inoperative because we claimed more or 
less than we had a right to claim in the patent. 

Through error, the claims in the issued patent did not include claims of the scope now 
being presented in the reissue application. 

The error arose during prosecution of the issued patent because I was not then aware of 
positions that might be taken by infiingers during litigation in an effort to avoid the claims of the 
issued patent. Even though the infiingers' positions may be without merit because the issued 
claims are broad enough to cover such infiingements, the additional claims added in the 
preliminary amendment will help to vitiate those positions. 
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In particular, the issued independent claims of the 5,708,235 patent claim an armored 
cable sheath comprising, inter alia, a pattern of visible indicia. . said pattern being repeated 
along the length of said sheath (issued claim 1); apparatus comprising, inter alia, a tubular 
conductive sheath, . visual indicia spanning between the first and second ends of the sheath. . . 
(issued claim 2); and apparatus comprising, inter alia, a tubular conductive sheath. . a 
substantially conductive coating disposed on the outer surface of the sheath, . . (issued claim 30). 
As an example of an error, i.e., that we claimed more or less than we had a right to claim, we 
were entitled to claim . .a sheath with visible indicia displayed along at least a portion of the 
sheath between the first and second ends of the sheath" (as in reissue claim 35). Other examples 
of such errors are reflected in the wording of others of the reissue claims. 

The error arose without any deceptive intention on my part. 

All statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and all statements made on 
information and belief are believed to be true; and further these statements were made with the 
knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code and that such 
willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issued 
thereon.
